The wrecking train arrived from 
Oakland and the car was dragged into 
shallow water, and the small boats 
began to drag the creek for bodies. 

The top of the passenger coach was 
cut open as soon as it was raised above 
the water, and the work of removing 
the bodies was commenced, ten being 
taken out in quick succession. 

Engineer Dunn and Fireman 0’ Brien 
could not be found, but it waa after- 
wards thought that they managed to 
escape. 

The train was in charze of Con- 
ductor Rerath and an.-extra crew, it 
being a holiday, and the conductor at 
first stated that probably twenty-five 
persons had met their death. 

The news of the accident created 
intense excitement in Oakland, and 
thousands of people flocked to the 
morgue and to the scene of the wreck. 

In a short time thirteen bodies lay 
on the floor and on the marble slabs of 
the morgue awaiting identification.

Engineer Samuel Dunn jis still miss- 
ing, but is not thought-to have been 
drowned, as the statement is made 
that he was positively identified by 
one of the Oakland railway officials a 
short time after the accident occurred. 

A cloge watch was kept all night on 
the Oakland estuary where the narrow 
gauge train was wrecked yesterday 
afternoon, and a number of boats were 
busily engaged in dragging for any 

ies of the dead passengers that 
might have escaped the searchers at 
first, but no more bodies were found, 
and it is now thought that all have 
been recovered. 

Early this morning people flocked to 
the scene of the wreck, umong them 
being many who had frieuda visiting 
San Francisco on Friday, whom they 
feared might be on tbe train. 

The force of workmen, engaged in 
raising the car which fell into the 
creek was increased, and efforts were 
made to get the car up on the beach, 
where a search might be made for any 
bodies that might be wedged in. 

Several divers who have been em- 
ployed, made as thorough a search of 
the car as they were able to, but found 
no bodies, and are positive that none 
remain therein. » 

The engine has not been seen since 
it dashed from the bridge into the wa- 
ter. Engineer Dunn’s family reside 
at Boulder Creek, Santa Cruz county, 
and word was received this morning 
that they had received a telegram, 
stating that Dunn was safe and well.

Next to Senator Stewart— 
whose labors have not b¥ any means 
been confined to bis able speech deliv- 
ered Wednesday, for he has been ‘writ- 
ing articles for leading newspapers and 
magazines ever since his return to 
Washington last December, and in 
various other wavs working assiduously 
to edacate the East as to the merits of 
silver coinage —the staunchest friend 
silver has in the Senate is Teller of 
Colorado. | No half-way or compromise 
measure for hin, Silver must have 
the same place in the monetary affairs 
of our Government as gold, and, 
though he was interrupted frequently 
daring his argument by irrelevent 
questions of opponents, his answers in 
every case carried an intelligent deter- 
mination and a sincerity that made 
the warfare anything but agreeable 
for the gold-bug contingent, Sherman 
ot Ohio and Dolph of Oregon included. 

A rumor is afloat that President Har- 
rison has said that he would not sign 
any bill for the free coinage of silver or 
any billl which was passed by the aid 
of vetes of Democrats. The rumor is 
not credited by Republicans, although, 
so far as I bave learned, it bas not 
been authoratively denied, Should 
President Harrisou or any other leader 
in Governmental! affairs assume such 
a stand in defiance of a popular senti- 
ment, such as is evidenced on all sides 
in favor of a bimetalic standard, and 
even free coinage, it is quite probable 
he will learn sooner or later, and 
raiher sooner than later, that he is 
dealing with a people’ among whom 
free public schools abound and conse- 
qguenty free speech and free thought, 
and that the will of the people is the 
sovereign will. It is rare nowadays 
that the application of the lash is re- 
garded with favor, 

I might also mention in this connec- 
tion a romor of a plan in the House to 
get ahead of the Senate free coinage 
bill. It is to pass a silver bill of con- 
servative tendencies through the House 
the comiog week ander a special order 
from the Committee on Rules, and 
thus get it through ahead of the Sen- 
ate bill, believing it will have a good 
effect in deterring the Senate from an 
extreme course.
